Judge Comiskey last week 
ruled against Sessions and he 
went to the U.S. Fifth Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

The meeting Wednesday be- 
tween Judge Comiskey and the 
attorneys for both sides was 
reportedly suggested by the ap- 
pellate judges.
